New Orleans 
air crash 
kills 15 
NEW ORLEANS (U P I)- A privately 
owned plane bound for a British Hon­ 
duras duck and jaguar hunt with 26 per­ 
sons aboard crashed and burned today in 
a thick fog at New Orleans International 
Airport. Fifteen persons died and 11 
survived. 
The survivors were taken to the New 
Orleans Ochsner Foundation Hospital. 
A temporary morgue was being set up 
on the east-west runway for the 15 per­ 
sons killed. 
The flight 
originated in Memphis, 
Tenn. 
“ At about 300 feet from the site of 
the wreckage there was a very deep 
cut in the runway where the airplane 
evidently bounced first. Then there 
were further cuts farther down where 
the propeller of the right wing evidently 
cut up the runway,” said Dan Goldstein, 
a reporter for station WNOE in New Or­ 
leans. 
One of the survivors, a doctor, told 
rescuers he saw a red indicator light 
flashing when the plane cleared the 
Lake Pontchartrain levee. 
Then, the 
doctor said he felt a bump and there 
was a nosedive and they bounced up 
off the runway. The plane swayed from 
side to side. The doctor said he kicked 
out a window and pulled three people 
into the weeds. 
Officials in Washington said the FBI 
disaster squad was en route to assist in 
identification of the bodies. The plane 
had been chartered by the Western 
Tennessee Sportsman’s 
Association. 
Fireman and policemen 
cordoned 
off the area, a few hundred yards from 
where a Delta DCS crashed into a motel 
March, 1967. 
C. L. Broadwell, 52, a survivor and 
an aluminum contractor from Memphis 
said the plane crashed “ to the best 
of my knowledge because the man mis­ 
judged his landing." 
“ The plane hit and bumped and the 
left wing broke,” he said. 
Broadwell said all of the survivors 
were in the rear of the plane. He said 
the plane caught fire on impact. 
“ We did all that could be done to get 
the others out,” Broadwell said. 
Broadwell’s hand 
was burned. He 
spoke calmly from a wheelchair at the 
hospital and appeared to be in good con­ 
dition except for the burned hand. 


Soviet built plane 


crashes killing 92 


CAIRO (UPI) A Soviet - made turbo­ 
prop crammed with Moslems returning 
from Mecca scuffed a wing on landing at 
Aswan today and burst into flames. Nine­ 
ty-two persons were killed. 
The United Arab Airlines Ilyushin- 
18 carried a crew of seven and 
94 
Moslem pilgrims — a total of 101 per­ 
sons. 
Fourteen 
survived but five of 
them died later in hospitals. 
Reports said a wing dipped and caught 
the runway, turning the airliner into a 
tumbling ball of flame. 
The wreckage blocked the runway and 
closed the airport at Aswan, 500 miles 
south of Cairo on the NILE River. 
Both Cairo Radio and the Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) carried reports 
of the crash — Egypt’s worst air dis­ 
aster since May 20, 1965, when a Pak­ 
istani 
International 
airliner crashed 
near Cairo, killing 121. 
MENA said the four - engine plane had 
left Cairo Wednesday to pick up the 
Arab Moslem pilgrims ami return them 
from Mecca. 
Airline sources said Egypt's nation­ 
al airline had taken delivery of the plane 
two weeks ago. Cairo Radio said the 
crash occurred at 2 a.m. and fire en­ 
gines and medical teams raced to the 
airport, near the Soviet-built Aswan 
Dam.

Harold Dean Scruggs, 27, one of the 
FBI’s 10 most wanted criminals, was 
arraigned before U.S. Commissioner 
Arnold D. Gowans in Santa Barbara 
today after his arrest at gunpoint yester­ 
day in Lompoc. 
FBI agents and Lompoc police sur­ 
rounded Scruggs in the 100 Block of 
West Ocean Avenue shortly before 4 p.m. 
The suspect was unarmed and surrend­ 
ered without a struggle. Police said 
Scruggs had been in Lompoc for a week 
or two and had been under surveillance 
for the past “ couple of days.” 
Scruggs was apprehended seconds aft­ 
er he alighted from a 1968 Plymouth, 
with a female companion, Donna Mose­ 
ley, a native of Mississippi, according 
to Wesley G. Grapp, agent in charge of 
the FBI office in Los Angeles. 
The woman was released after ques­ 
tioning. Authorities said the woman had 
no connection with the crimes for which 
Scruggs had been wanted since he dis­ 
appeared in Topeka, Kan., in February. 
Scruggs, a native of South Carolina 
was charged with unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution for the crime of armed rob- 
bery. At the time of his disappearance 
Scruggs was out of jail on bond awaiting 
court action for prior offenses. 
Scruggs allegedly left Topeka prior to 
Feb. 14 with a pal who was subsequent 
ly killed in an armed robbery in Ta^- 
coma, Wash. 
FBI authorities were tight lipped about 
the case, but it was learned reliably 
that Scruggs had been in and out of Lom­ 
poc for a week or two. On one occa^ 
sion the suspect had been sighted in 
Santa Maria. 
A break in the case came Tuesday when 
law enforcement 
officials in Lompoc 
were informed that Scruggs was believed 
in the city. Teletype information indicat­ 
ed that Scruggs was believed armed and 
considered extremely dangerous. 
At the time of his arrest Scruggs 
was unarmed. He and his girlfriend were 
also broke. Police said the suspect had a 
total of $1.66 in his pockets. It was un­ 
known whether Scruggs had weapons or 
money in the rented quarters he had oc­ 
cupied with his girlfriend at 1012 N. 
Daisy Ave. 
Police said Scruggs and the girl were 
traveling under an alias to avoid de­ 
tection. Movements of the suspect in the 
city were not disclosed. 
After his arrest, Scruggs was booked 
in Lompoc Jail on the federal warrant 
and then transferred to Santa Barbara 
County Jail. Gowans arraigned the sus­ 
pect at 8:30 a.m., today and remanded 
him to the custody of the Sheriff under 
$5,000 bail. 
It was uncertain whether Scruggs would 
be returned immediately to Kansas on 
the warrant or prosecuted for the theft 
of the car which had been reported stol­ 
en after his flight from the law. Author­ 
ities said Scruggs had apparently avoid­ 
ed further involvement in crime since 
his disappearance, except- for the alleged 
theft of the car. 
Anguilla rebel 
chief demands 
troop departure

summoned British officials to demand 
the immediate withdrawal of occupa­ 
tion troops and the removal of British 
Commissioner Anthony Lee. 
Webster, 
whose island was invaded 
by British paratroops, marines and po­ 
lice to assure its return to the Common­ 
wealth, said he was going through with 
a demonstration on the grounds of the 
local high school to protest the inva­ 
sion. The school is being used as head­ 
quarters for a contingent of police. 
Webster sent a telegram to British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael 
Stewart 
late Wednesday night saying he would 
negotiate the future of this tiny Caribbe­ 
an island only after the immediate with­ 
drawal of all British forces and after 
the removal of Lee. 
Asked today if he would ask British 
permission to hold the demonstration, 
Webster 
replied indignantly: “ I should 
ask the British for permission to hold 
a demonstration in my own country?” 
Webster said the tiny island’s 6,000 
residents would not resist the force of 
tough British paratroopers 
except to 
stage peaceful demonstraions against 
the invasion. 
The soldiers were busy digging fox­ 
holes and polishing an array of weapons 
they have yet to use since storming 
ashore Wednesday. 
Six thousand natives kept a watchful 
eye on them. Occasionally a trooper 
would share his chocolate bar with one 
of the children. 
Webster likened the British takeover 
of the 15-mile-long 
West 
Indies isle 
to the Soviet-bloc 
invasion of Czecho­ 
slovakia. “ This is identically the same.”

U. S. tanks smash Red complex; 
blunts edge of new offensive

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Top Pentagon 
officials testified today that Russia is 
deploying a big improved intercontinental 
ballistic missile (ICBM) that could knock 
out “ substantially all” of America’s 
offensive missiles. 
Appearing at a nationally televised 
and broadcast hearing of the Senate Arm­ 
ed Services committee, Defense Secre­ 
tary Melvin R. Laird said the Soviet 
threat to U.S. missile bases is increas­ 
ing rapidly, justifying deployment of 
President Nixon’s proposed Safeguard 
antiballistic missile (ABM) system. 
“ They are installing many SS9 inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles — a large 
and accurate weapon,” Laird told the 
committee. “ With improvements in ao 
curacy and a continued increase in num­ 
bers, the Soviet missile force could gain 
real effectiveness against our Minuteman 
ICBM’s.” 
Later, Deputy Defense Secretary Dav­ 
id Packard displayed charts showing Rus­ 
sian missile gains over the past three 
years and said: 
“ This analysis has brought us to the 
conclusion that the Soviet Union has the 
capability to destroy substantially all of 
our 
Minuteman 
missiles in hardened 
silos if they chose to do so.” 
The Soviet SS9 missile is known to 
be capable of carrying a nuclear war­ 
head 
with 
an 
explosive 
force of 
up to 20 megatons — or equivalent to 20 
million tons of TNT. That means each 
missile would have 1,000 times the force 
of the atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshi­ 
ma in 1945. 
Pentagon studies have 
shown that 
America’s underground silos holding 
Minutemen 
missiles cannot be made 
strong enough to withstand the destruc­ 
tive effects of such large warheads if 
they hit within short distances, such as 
a quarter of a mile. 
John S. Foster Jr., the Pentagon’s 
director of research and engineering 
peared at the hearing along with Laird 
and Packard and said in answer to a 
question the United States at present 
could suvive a Soviet attack. But he said 
continued deployment by the Russians 
could, by 1973 or 1975, “ render ur* 
certain our level of retaliation.” 
Foster described the development and 
deployment of the big SS9 ICBM as “ one 
of the most worrisome things that we 
must face.” 
Laird’s testimony also cited the po­ 
tential Red Communist missile threat 
and he stressed the large amount of 
spending by Peking for missiles devel­ 
opment. 
“ The government of Communist China 
is devoting an astonishing portion of its 
limited national resources to the devel­ 
opment 
of 
nuclear 
warheads 
and 
ICMB’s,” Laird said. 
As originally envisioned, the “ Thin” 
American ABM system was designed 
in the Johnson Administration primarily 
as a defense against the growing threat 
of Red Chinese missiles. But in today’s 
testimony, the Pentagon leaders con­ 
centrated on the Soviet threat. 
The defense secretary also cited the 
Russian submarine capability. “ The So- 
viets can build nuclear submarines at a 
rate of one per month which could come 
close to our shores and attack at short 
range many of our missiles and bomber 
bases,” he testified. 
He added that they also “ are working 
hard on FOBs, a fractional orbit bom­ 
bardment system, also designed to re­ 
duce the warning time to our bombers 
so that they will not have sufficient 
time to become airborne.” 
Laird said the Nixon administration’s 
newly revised ABM system — dubbed 
Safeguard by President Nixon - is a 
“ building block for peace” because: 
It rejects a provocative heavy de­ 
fense of cities. Laird said, “ we can- 
not stop a massive Soviet attack on our 
cities; technically we just don’t know how. 
We must rely on deterrents to insure 
that nuclear war doesn’t start.” 


PARIS (UPI) — U.S. Ambassador Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge overwhelmed the Com­ 
munists today with a mass of evidence 
to disprove their charges the current 
Communist offensive in South Vietnam 
was brought on by President Nixon's 
escalation of the war. 
For once the usually talkative Com­ 
munists were “ not able to rebut what I 
said,” Lodge told newsmen after today’s 
four hour session, the second briefest 
meeting since the expanded peace talks 
began on Jan 18. Both sides agreed to 
meet again next Thursday. 
Lodge spoke after the South Vietna­ 
mese delegate accused the Communists 
of massing “ many divisions” for an at­ 
tack on Saigon and them implied that if 
the attack was carried out it could 
bring the Paris talks to a close. 
The Communists have proclaimed at 
the Paris talks, and in Hanoi radio broad­ 
casts, 
that the Communist offensive 
was launched because the Nixon adminis­ 
tration escalated the war after he took 
office on Jan. 20. 
Lodge tore their statements apart 
piece by piece. 
Lodge refreshed their memory with 
the fact the Communists warned in ad­ 
vance of the long-heralded winter-spring 
offensive of 1969 and had boasted of it 
since it started.

SAIGON (UPI) - A U.S. tank force 
today smashed its way into a Commu­ 
nist bunker complex 45 miles northwest 
of Saigon, burying alive an unknown 
number of North Vietnamese defenders. 
Three of the tanks were hit by Com­ 
munist rockets in the day of heavy fight­ 
ing. 
The stiffened Communist resistance 
in the headquarters 
area of the 7th 
North Vietnamese Division threatening 
Saigon was another indication of inten­ 
sification of the Communist spring-win­ 
ter offensive. 
Another indication came 
from the Da Nang area where North Viet­ 
namese have begun a coordinated drive 
toward that city. 
UPI correspondent Nat Gibson, with 
the allied forces in the jungled Miche­ 
lin rubber plantation northwest of Saigon, 
said the tanks which had rumbled in to 
the rescue of a trapped American in­ 
fantry unit crushed the Communist bunk­ 
ers with their mass. 
“ We’ll never find all the bodies," 1st 
Lt. Howard Harmless, 24, of Green- 
castle, Ind., said of the tank tactics. 
“ The tanks buried them in the bunk­ 
ers.” Harmless is commander of the 
rifle platoon which had been trapped. 
The Americans found the bodies of 
seven North Vietnamese soldiers around 
the smashed bunkers. 
American casualties were listed as 
two killed and 14 wounded. 
The Communist offensive 
in the Da 
Nang area flared up again tonight and 
Red 
gunners 
lobbed eight rounds of 
82 millimeter 
mortar fire 
into the 
U.S. 1st Marine Division headquarters 
and three rounds into the Marine air 
station at Marble Mountain near Da 
Nang. 
Casualties and damage were not im­ 
mediately reported. 
The new shellings brought to more than 
1.000 the number of military bases and 


towns hit by the Communists since the 
Red offensive began nearly four weeks 
ago. 
Pham 
Dang 
Lam, chief Saigon ne­ 
gotiator at the Paris peace talks, charg­ 
ed today the Communists had massed 
“ many divisions” for an attack on Sai­ 
gon and implied the talks would fail if the 
attack came off. So far the Communists 
have killed 10,463 Americans since the 
talks started last May 12. 
TTie Communists were taking heavy 
losses — more than 330 in the first 
three days in an allied counter-offensive 
45 miles northwest of Saigon and 116 in 
attacks on villages shielding Da Nang 
from the South. Other hundreds died in 
scattered fights and under U.S. air at­ 
tacks. 
The shelling of U.S. bases and South 
Vietnamese 
towns continued and the 
Communists 
launched a new thrust 
along the northern coast.

Attorney James J. Oppen, 
of Goleta, announced he has fil­ 
ed a $ 1.5-billion treble dam­ 
age action on behalf of 830 boat 
owners in Santa Barbara Har­ 
bor. The harbor area was delug­ 
ed with oil following the Jan. 
28 eruption from Union Oil Com­ 
pany’s offshore drilling area, 
and the oil leak still goes on 
despite frantic efforts to seal 
up the fissures in the drilling 
area 5.5 miles off Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Oppen’s suit names various 
insurance companies, their rep­ 
resentatives, and Union Oil Co., 
among others. 


Oppen, said the suit also asks 
$10 million attorney’s fees. 
“ This is to be consistent 
with the damage sum asked,” 
he explained. 
The class suit alleges a con­ 
spiracy of “ at least 18 people” 
to deprive boat owners of due 
compensation for 
damage 
to 
boats and loss of use of their 
craft, says Oppen, who was a 
candidate for attorney general 
in 1966. 
“ The 
insurance companies 
say they will pay for damage 
to boats if the boat owners will 
waive loss of use,” declared 
Oppen. “ But it is the loss of 
use that is the biggest loss. 
They have had their boats tied 
up in the harbor since Jan. 28 
and it could be another month 
or 
more 
before they can use 
them.”

Johnson urged expenditure of 
$60 million during the next two 
fiscal years to help rebuild 
damaged roads that are not a 
part of the federal-aid highway 
system and thus not eligible for 
emergency funds under existing 
laws. 
The $60 million is double what 
is being asked in the emergency 
legislation

in 
committee. 
Johnson also backed language 
in 
the bill to increase the 
authorization for forest roads 
and trails by $35 million over 
the two-year period. 
In warning that new floods 
were expected, Johnson said the 
spring runoff might be up to 450 
per cent greater than normal as 
a result of heavy snows piled up 
in the mountains.

Series of 'quakes 
recorded in Gulf 
PASADENA (UPI) - A series 
of 10 earthquakes centered in 
the Gulf of California were re­ 
corded early today on seismo­ 
graphs at the California Insti­ 
tute of Technology and the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke- 
ley. 
It was considered unlikely 
that any land areas in Mexico 
were affected by the shocks. 
The most severe temblor was 
recorded at 12:18 a.m. and had 
a magnitude of 5.8 on the Rich­ 
ter Scale at U.C. Berkeley. 
The Caltech seismograph re­ 
corded a shock two minutes lat­ 
er that reached 5.5 on the open 
end scale. 
A spokesman at Caltech said 
it was impossible to immediate­ 
ly pinpoint the epicenter other 
than about 260 miles southeast 
of Pasadena, The nature of the 
earth's crust distorts waves 
emanating from that direction.

Festival queen's crown fashioned 
of silver from many citizens

Silver 
and 
semi-precious 
stones donated by citizens of 
Lompoc Valley will contribute 
to the creation of perhaps the 
most unusual crown ever de­ 
signed for a Lompoc Valley 
Flower Festivel Queen. This 
year’s royalty will wear the 
first permanent crown since 
the coronation bass was inaug­ 
urated in the 1952 festivities. 
Equally 
as 
unique 
is the 
method by which such items 
as bowls, silverware, house­ 
hold accessories, jewelry and 
semi-precious stones will be 
coaxed into the final crown by 
sculptor - metallist 
Robert 
Houghteling. 
By using the lost-wax pro­ 
cess of casting metals, greater 
clarity of detail will be poss­ 
ible. Origin of the process has 
been lost in antiguity but in 
such places as Egypt, Crete, 
the land of the Hittites, the 
Indus Valley and Shang Ch.na, 
widely scattered peoples be­ 
gan to cast metals and to em­ 
ploy this method during the 
third and second millenium. 
In more recent times, 16th 
century Italian sculptor Ben­ 
venuto Cellini is said to have 
perfected lost-wax founding,and 
in America, it finally became 
recognized around 1900. Essen­ 
tially, it is the process of cast­ 
ing in which clay-like invest­ 
ment or refractory mold is 
built up around a pattern of 
wax and then baked, melted and 
drained off the wax, leaving a 
void later to be filled with the 
molten metal. Vents anc gates 
of wax attached to the pattern 
also dissolve and are recorded 
in the metal. 
Air escapes via 
the vents and the metal rises 
freely to all parts when placed 
on the moving centrifuge. When 
this “ excess baggage” is knock­ 
ed away from the outer core 
or mold, an exact replica of 
the crown appears. 
With the 
silver vents and gates left over, 
Houghtaling plans to design a 
matching brooch for the Queen, 
to become her own Festival 
keepsake. 
There is good reason for em­ 
phasis on donations of damaged 
or pure sterling silver and not 
plated silver. Plated materials 
change the character of the 
metal with oxidization, or dis­ 
coloration, when melted. 
For the moment, Houghtaling 
is building up the diadem, piece 
by intricate piece, in a model 
of micro-crystalling wax nodule 
of micro-crystalline wax spec­ 
ially formulated for 
jewelry. 
Manufactured in hard block, the 
wax can be melted in the desir­ 
ed shape. With a sensitive tool, 
each wax nodule is picked up 
and softened over a candle flame 


to be added to detailed designs. 
That, with the finishing of the 
final form— buffing, polishing, 
etci-r-^will consume^ the most 
time, says Houghtaling. 
The casting will take place 
at the sculptor’s ranch on High­ 
way 246 is an old barn that leans 
against itself, providing natural 
ventilation through the gaping 
holes. 
Here, the metallist has 
build his own foundry, centri­ 
fuge and other accessories to 
accommodate his goal. 
A foundry made from an old 
barrell lined with firebrick will 
melt the silver at about 3,000 
degrees F. 
in 
a 
five-pound 
graphite crucible placed in the 
barrell cavity. With his mechan­ 
ical expertise, Houghtaling has 
converted an old vacuum clean­ 
er into a blower to generate a 
forced air-butane gas mixture 
for the required high tempera­ 
ture, channeling it through a 
pipe into the foundry. Poured 
from the crucible, the liquid 
silver will fill the hollow pat­ 
tern in the mold secured to 
the centrifuge — the rotating 
shaft powered by a washing 


machine motor. As the molten 
metal rotates to all parts of 
the upside-down image, 
the 
silver solidifies and the crown 
is born. 


Houghtaling demurred when 
queried about the cost of making 
the crown, from designing sket­ 
ches to finished product, but his 
obvious pride in his work and 
the posterity of the crown will 
be priceless. 


There’s only one real pro­ 
blem. 
Thus far, citizens have 
been remiss in donating enough 
surplus silver or semi-precious 
stones to make the finished pro­ 
duct. 
Anyone with damaged or 
undamaged silver or semi-pre- 
ious stones is urged to partic­ 
ipate in the formation of the 
crown by bringing the articles 
into the Chamber of Commerce 
office, 119 E. Cypress Avenue, 
or contacting Mrs. Jean Muns 
at 6-7976 in the evenings.

WASHINGTON 
(U PI)—Last 
Saturday when I switched on 
my car radio I heard a disk 
jockey mention that it was “ The 
Ides of March.” 
Disk jockeys provide me with 
a lot of food for thought, and 
this one started me to thinking 
about 
how 
we 
often 
use 
expressions 
without 
really 
knowing what they mean. 
Most people know, of course, 
that in the old Roman calendar 
the “ ides” came on the eighth 
day after the “ nones,” which 
followed the 'calends.’ But why 
where they called “ ides” in the 
first place? 
You could, I’ll wager, go out 
on the street and lasso the first 
10 people you meet and not one 
could 
give 
you 
a 
sensible 
answer to that question. 
Being in the unenlightened 
category myself, I spent the 
rest of the weekend brooding 
about this. And when I returned 
to work Monday, I dug out 
some reference books. 
The following version of the 
origin 
of 
“ ides” 
may be 
challenged by some scholars, 
but it is the best one that I 
could piece together: 
During the days of the Roman 
Empire, 
hunters customarily 
went into the woods in the early 
spring to collect deer skins, 
which they brought back to the 
city and sold for sandal leather. 
Like the deer hunters of 
today, the Roman hunters were 
erratic marksmen and easily 
confused. When stalking their 
prey through the woods, it was 
not uncommon for them to bag 
some farmer’s cow. 
One of the poorest marksman 
was a weak-eyed hunter named 
Antonio Martius, whose last 
name has been Anglicized as 
March. 
In the year 44 B.C., a Roman 
soothsayer heard rumors that 


many of the deer skins Martius 
was selling actually were cow 
hides. 
Upon 
learning that 
Julius 
Ceasar planned to buy some 
sandal leather, the soothsayer 
told him: “ Beware the hides of 
March.” 
This brings us to William 
Shakespeare. 
When Shakespeare 
was a 
schoolboy studying Roman his­ 
tory, he had a teacher who 
spoke with a cockney accent. 
Among other things, the teacher 
dropped his “ aiches.” 
Consequently, Shakespeare al­ 
ways 
heard 
“ the 
hides 
of 
March” pronounced as “ The 
’ides of March.” 
This explains 
why Shake­ 
speare used that line in his play 
about Julius Caesar and why 
the middle of March became 
known as the “ ides.” 
The fact that Caesar was 
stabbed on March 15 was sheer 
coincidence.

“ No. 
“That can be a beautiful 
word to children, a warning 
with love behind it. It can 
be a statement of fact, m ean­ 
ing I am your mother or 
your father. But far too often 
it is not used by today’s p ar­ 
ents,” observes Willie Mae 
Rogers, 
director 
of 
Good 
Housekeeping Institute and 
a noted consultant on fam ­ 
ily living. 
In discussing modern m a r­ 
riage, she stresses her con­ 
viction that young mothers 
are really dedicated to pro­ 
viding the best shelter, food 
and clothing available for 
their children. She believes 
they are determined to be 
good mothers. 
How well do they succeed? 
“ Let me put it this way; 


they don’t live the way I 
would like.’’ she answers, 
adding: 
“ Yes. they do a superb job 
on the whole in seeking good 
food, buying excellent cloth­ 
ing and running the house 
well. I am full of admiration 
for their dedication to these 
practical matters. But I do 
deplore the lack of intimate 
communication and the loss 
of graciousness in today’s 
home atmosphere.’’ 
At G o o d Housekeeping 
magazine they receive be­ 
tween 8,000 and 10,000 let­ 
ters a month from young 
homemakers. Furthermore. 
Miss Rogers travels exten­ 
sively, lecturing to women's 
groups and answering their 
questions. 
“ I think it vital to give a 
family more than the physi­ 
cal attributes of a home. 
' Fine as t h e s e things are. 
they are not enough to cre-

ate the spirit of a home, a 
fortress in which family ties 
can develop. This fortress is 
the most important factor in 
children’s lives. 
It is the 
source of psychic security.” 
She acknowledges that the 
competitive emphasis of to­ 
day and the rush of the age 
we are living in may be 
changing the concept of life 
“ But whatever the cause. I 
regret the loss of quiet, of 
companionship and the re as­ 
suring discipline of the tra ­ 
ditional 
American 
home." 
she says. 
Many young mothers work. 
•'But no* job is more impor­ 
tant than fostering the spirit 
of family love and solidari­ 
ty.” she believes. “ It isn't 
enough to provide well for 
her children. No. despite the 
demands of her job. her chil­ 
dren must come first in her 
thinking and her plans. E x ­ 
tra monev alone will not do 


this for her.” 
Appointed to the New York 
State Women’s Council by 
Gov. Rockefeller. Miss Rog­ 
ers confers with members 
of industry and exchanges 
views with countless home­ 
makers. Her two major func­ 
tions with the institute are 
developing service material 
for the magazine and investi­ 
gating products and copy

She is also a director of the 
Girls Clubs of America. 
“ Our lives c a n n o t be 
judged on a computer basis 
alone We need respect and 
love and discipline and en­ 
couragement T e l e v i s i o n 
won t give us these things 
Nor will constant social ac­ 
tivity. Only in the spirit of 
the home can they be found.” 
she says with warm and 
moving conviction.

Designer Peter Max Rides Psychedelic Crest

N E W Y O R K—(NEA)— 
Peter Max, who was instru­ 
mental in turning psyche­ 
delia into a banner for youth, 
wonders if it is a great sin 
to make millions while en­ 
joying his work. 


But the pleased grin ac­ 
centuated by his Fu Manchu 
mustache shows he’s not too 
worried about the prospect 
of facing hell fire and brim ­ 
stone because his designs 
grossed more than $1 million 
in 1968. Even without cast­ 
ing his h o r o s c o p e , Max 
knows ’69 will be another 
stellar time. 


In addition to his designs 
in ehina, clocks, linens, belts 
and posters, he is creating 
a Stage 9 setting for Best’s 
F i f t h Avenue department 
store for the high school and 
college trade, is working on 
revamping the A. S. Beck 
shoe store image in 160 lo­ 
cations in the United States, 
planning a television special, 
a feature film and a street 
art show. 


These crass-sounding com ­ 
mercial ventures often mean 
a creator makes a mint turn­ 
ing out “ safe” i t e m s . Not 
Max. 
The shoe store job is a 
challenge, he says, because 
“ Beck nas a low image with 
its inexpensive f o o t w e a r . 
I’m going to c h a n g e this 
totally and the customers 
who don’t understand design 
can just buy their plastic 
shoes at Woolworth’s.” 


He sees the 160 stores as 
“320 windows to showcase 
my work. There are great 
surfaces everywhere to work 
with and I feel everything is 
my back yard, my gallery 
walls.” 
For the uninitiated Max 
burst upon the design scene 
two years ago through his 
posters that mixed such ele­ 
ments as W. C. Fields, the 
Keystone Cops, multicolored 
flowers and letters melded 
into kaleidoscopic designs in 
vibrant hues. More than 2 
million of these hang on teen 
walls coast-to-coast. 


There is humor in his work 
and the touch of a well- 
trained artist, which he is. 
Unlike many his age, Max 
at 29 didn’t insist on starting 
at the top without experience 
or training. Born in G er­ 
many, he absorbed art im ­ 
ages, he says, from living 
next to a Buddhist temple in 
Shanghai. The subliminal ef-

frightening but Max moder­ 
ates his ambitious guise with 
such comments as “ my work 
is a reflection of my wife. 
She offers me a joy and 
completeness.” 
He takes time oft from his 
busy schedule to play with 
his children, Adam Cosmo. 
4, and Libra Astro, 2. before 
their bedtime, and weekends, 
he says, also belong to them. 


He is a follower of Yoga 
and works “ to give value to 
everything I do.” 


Interested in setting up an 
advertising agency, he says 
he won’t take negative ac­ 
counts—cigarettes or 
alco­ 
holic beverages—but would 
work on positive accounts — 
airlines, milk, fruits, etc. 


Since his designs help "fill 
the interest bubbles” of what 
he calls the U-25 (under 25> 
consumer g r o u p. Max is 
deeply concerned with hon­ 
esty toward youth. He feels 
too many m anufacturers and 
stores offer superficiality to 
teens which turn them off. 


A movie buff and collector 
of Americana like the ’30s and 
’40s billboards and Big Little 
Books, Max believes movies 
are responsible for broaden­ 
ing people. 


“ Without movies p e o p l e 
would have remained only in 
their own block. Fantasy in 
films will be the wave of the 
future.” he prophesies, and 
also feels that “TV is an un­ 
tapped gold mine of visual 
experience.”

NEW YORK—( N E A ) —A 
30-ish designer who knows 
the problems of being too 
young in an adult world is 
helping put wonder back in 
tots’ lives. 


Aralee Kazdan, one of the 
unusual breed of native-born 
New Yorkers, says she in­ 
stinctively is drawn to the 
six-year-old. 


Her plastic abstract toy 
that looks like “ your father’s 
m ustache" upside down or 
right side up is Skipsy Doodl­ 
ing her to fame and reaches 
her favorite age group. 


Miss Kazdan finds a cor­ 
relation between the item 
that grew from a quick line 
she drew on a Saturday night 
while waiting for her date 
and her most recent venture 
—a series of illustrated child­ 
ren’s books. 
The Swervy 
Curvy Topsy Turvy Tipsy 
Skipsy Doodle with initial 
marketing in 1965 was pre­ 
ceded by her designs for 
dairy companies. 
For ex­ 
ample, she did the Batman 
milk carton. A g a i n. Miss 
Kazdan 
explains, 
her 
art 
work essentially was for the 
very young consumer. 


A 
graduate 
of 
Cooper 
Union for the Advancement 
of Science and Art here, she 
explains her leanings toward 
the child of six. 


“ Beginnings of things are 
fascinating. 
These tots are 
just beginning to become 
real people and striking out 
on their own.” 


She challenges the over­ 
simplification of t o d a y ’ s 
pressure on the wee ones. 


“ Look at the Greeks. Pres­ 
sure,” she says, “ has been 
put on the child through the 
ages. 
Learning 
to 
cope 
with 
e n v i r o n m e n t 
is 
pressure. 
Learning to eat. 
talk and walk is pressure.” 


She feels that a “ child 
seems to h a v e lost much 
sense of wonder because of 
constant exposure to tele­ 
vision ” 
Putting her modesty aside, 
Miss Kazdan adds that this 
deprivation of discovery for 
a child makes her like her 
own toy design 


“ I’ve watched adults ap­ 
proach it. You can cuddle in 
the Skipsy Doodle 
Make it 
a s p a c e ship. boat, race 
horse, sled, alligator or fort. 
But it is nonstructured and 
there are no instructions on 
what to do with it. 
Most 
adults don’t have the cour­ 
age to start something with 
the toy. Children plunge in 
automatically.” 


As a struggling artist Miss 
Kazdan faced business ex­ 
ecutives 20 to 30 years older 
and so played the role of 
“ an older woman so she 
wouldn’t be treated like a 
child ” She says she always 
was somewhat of a rebel 
and when she refused to be 
a dentist, d o c t o r or art 
teacher her father told her, 
“ You want to be independ­ 
ent. then be self-supporting. 


“ I now am proud of doing 
something, of being lucky 
enough to m arket what I 
create.” 


In addition to her design 
work, c o u r s e s at cooking 
schools here and travel, Miss 


Kazdan recently closed her 
African art gallery. She also 
is training a six-month-old 
bird dog. 


With such activities she 
suddenly realizes that she 
hasn’t had the time to be­ 
come an original hippie. 


Hippie to her now means a 
style out she sees those who 
made a mess of their lives 
through drug use and just 
drifting as pathetic. 


“ As a style I like it be­ 
cause everything is tongue- 
in-cheek right now ” 


Her ability to cut through 
to such basics may explain 
her affinity for her favorite 
clients and soul-folk—the six- 
year-olds.

HOLLYWOOD — (N EA ) — 
Surprise. 
Deep within the 
curvy exterior of Gina Lollo- 
brigidia lurks the heart of a 
scientist. Just goes to show 
you that you can ’t tell a 
glam or girl by her cover. 
Prof. 
Lollobrigidia 
will 
shortly d e p a r t on an a r­ 
chaeological expedition. She 
plans to spend three months 
with the group as they dig 
in the Sudan, looking for a 
lost city of gold. 


G ina’s 
function 
is 
two­ 
fold. She is cofinancier of 
the expedition—her partner 
is 
a 
Russian-born 
Italian 
prince. She is also the offi­ 
cial photographer. 
“P h o t o g r a p h y is my 
hobby,” she says. “I was 
trained as a painter, but 
when I became an actress, I 
had no time to paint. Photog­ 
raphy is an artistic substi­ 
tute.” 
The goal of the expedition 
is scientific. Of course, if 
they also happen to find a 
few golden baubles, well and 
good. The Sudanese govern­ 
ment has established ground 
rules for digging in their 
turf—anything that is found 
works oh a one-for-you-and- 
one-for-me basis. So Gina 
hopes to add a few ancient 
geegaws to her collection. 
“ I am very interested in 
archaeology,” she says. “ In 
my villa, i have some fine 
pieces—E truscan. Egyptian, 
ancient Roman. It is very 
interesting to m e.” 
The only possible flies in 
the scientific ointm ent are 
if all the pick-axes break, 
which is not likely to hap­ 
pen, or if she gets a big pic­ 
ture, which is much more 
possible. 
“ I want to do pictures,” 
she says, “but I want to do 
something m ore strong than 
I have done. These things 
that I have done, they are 
fine, but I think now I can 
do som ething better. Some­ 
thing with m ore pow er.” 
She was happy with her 
latest, the delightful com ­ 
edy, 
“ Buona 
Sera, 
Mrs. 
Cam pbell.” The reports of

brushes off with a smile. 
“ I 
liked doing 
the pic­ 


tu re,” she says. “ But that 
crazy Shelley W inters.

“So many girls,” she says, 
“have a producer or director 
who is a friend, who has his 
arm around them and takes 
care of them. I never had 
this. I was always by myself, 
I always have to act in self- 
defense.”

She adm its she 
spoils him. which is only 
natural. For last Christm as,

“ I always keep my prom ­ 
ises to him ,” she says. “ But 
this cheetah business was 
difficult.

The unnecessary finesse 
can be blocked by a second 
hand high play but it is rare 
indeed for a defender to rec­ 
ognize it and rise to the oc­ 
casion.

r e a c h e d 
seven 
hearts after a typical 1930 
bidding sequence. He started 
quickly by winning the spade 
lead in dummy and taking a 
successful t r u m p finesse. 
Unfortunately, West showed 
out. 
South needed two m ore en­ 
tries to dum m y if he wanted 
to m ake his grand slam . 
After long thought, he saw 
that the unnecessary finesse 
in diam onds would produce 
them and he led his six of 
diam onds. 
Raym ond Balfe, one of the

Or, as P. T. Barnum once 
noted, and as John Q. Public 
continues to prove, there is 
indeed a sucker born every 
minute.

I thought, in fact, that such 
designers as Pierre Cardin and 
Emanual Ungaro of Paris; Bill

ly, and admirably, dressed than 
some of their models. 
Above all, their beautifully 
tailored conservative suits—and 
the handsomely colorful shirt- 
and-tie combinations worn by 
some of the sportily dressed 
designers—showed how past and 
present can be blended with 
taste. 
As for the girls on display, I 
know nothing about women’s 
fashions. But you didn’t have to

A 
brief tour of fashions around the 
globe revealed as stunning a 
group of gorgeous Swedes as 
you are likely to see until the 
next time you walk down any 
street in Stockholm. 
The hosts of “ Pizzazz,” Carl 
Reiner and Michele Lee, were 
excellent.

Healey insisted that 
the NATO meeting in B ru s­ 
sels write into its final com ­ 
munique

w a r n i n g 
to 


Russia of the “ grave conse­ 
quences” of any further in­ 
tervention in Europe. 


As to the charge that B rit­ 
ain has not been pulling its 
weight 
in 
the 
defense 
of 
Europe, Healey shows signs 
of reversing this policy. At 
the mom ent Britain is nego­ 
tiating with West G erm any 
and Holland to produce com ­ 
bat a i r c r a f t jointly with 
these two countries. As of 
March, 1969, Britain is also 
increasing 
the 
size 
of 
its 
fleet in the M editerranean. 
While questioning Healey 
about 
these 
developments, 
defense experts of D er Spie­ 
gel, the G erm an news m aga­ 
zine, elicited the startling in­ 
formation about sinking the 
Soviet 
M editerranean 
fleet 


in a m atter of minutes. B e ­ 
cause H ealey’s replies reveal 
the relative strengths of the 
two arm adas in this strate­ 
gic area, some of his state­ 
ments are revelatory. 
When 
asked 
if 
B ritain ’s 
plan to increase the size of 
her fleet in the M editerra­ 
nean 
was 
i n t e n d e d 
to 
strengthen 
NATO, 
Healey 
replied, “ Yes. the Russians 
have considerably increased 
their activity there, so we 
thought it wise to strengthen 
the 
visible 
Western 
pres­ 
ence. I believe that in some 
parts of the Mediterranean a 
British 
presence 
is 
more 
welcome than an American 
one.” 


But does Britain just want 
to show the flag? 


“ No,” says Healey, 
“ we 
naturally want to find out 
also what the Russians are 
up to. 
Therefore we have 
sent 
some 
reconnaissance 
aircraft to Malta. We believe 
that the main Russian o bjec­ 
tive is to ‘cover’ 
Western 
warships just as a footballer 
‘m ark s’ an opponent. With 
20 warships, which is the 
most 
they 
ever 
had—the 


others were supply ships— 
they are no military th reat.” 


Asked if he might be un­ 
derestim ating 
the 
Russian 
fleet, which some Europeans 
feel could block a W estern 
intervention on behalf of Is­ 
rael, thus 
neutralizing 
the 
Am erican Sixth Fleet, H ea­ 
ley 
called 
the 
theory 
“ a 
great exaggeration. The So­ 
viet fleet in the M editerra­ 
nean, even at Us strongest, 
is considerably sm aller than 
the 
Italian 
navy,” 
Healey 
reasons. 
‘‘Some 
of 
their 
ships are modern, others are 
not. They are operating far 
from their home bases and 
without air co ver.” 
When his interviewer m en­ 
tioned that Egypt and Syria 
are not far away and both 
are 
now 
in 
the 
Russian 
sphere 
of 
influence, 
and 
have airfields, Healey coun­ 
tered, 
“ The 
Russians c e r ­ 
tainly have no permanent in­ 
stallations in these countries. 
Britain, by contrast, has sov­ 
ereign 
bases 
in 
C y p r u s 
which give us air suprem ­ 
acy in the eastern Mediter­ 
ranean. We can also operate 
aircraft in the western Medi- 


terranean from G i b r a l t a r 
and in the central M editerrr- 
nean from Malta. 
And all 
our E u r o p e a n allies who 
have ships in the M editerra­ 
nean 
also 
have 
air 
bases 
there.” 
But what will happen when 
all of B ritain ’s carriers go 
into mothballs in 1972? 
No problem, claim s Hea­ 
ley. 
“ The 
only 
part 
of 
the 
world in which one does not 
need aircraft carriers to pro­ 
tect a fleet is the M editerra­ 
nean,” says the Minister of 
Defense. “ The main task of 
the Sixth F le e t’s carriers is 
long-range 
attacks 
against 
land targets.” 
But does the West have 
anything to match the Soviet 
ship-to-siup rockets?

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Memphis Wants to Forget

M E M P H IS — (N EA) — It 
happened nearly a year ago. 
just 
south 
of city 
center. 
Somebody put a rifle sight on 
Dr. Martin Luther King and 
murdered the most eloquent 
Negro leader of the century. 


The shock split the nation. 
Riots and disorder scarred 
at least 125 cities. More than 
2,600 fires were ignited, in 
excess of $47 million worth 
of property was damaged, 45 
people 
were 
killed, 
2,600 
hurt and 21,300 arrested. 


Now\ the riots are statis­ 
tics, the fires are cold and 
the dead are mouldering in 
the ground. 


Now, or as the local black 
population puts it. “ a m il­ 
lion tears later,” an ex-con­ 
vict named Ja m e s E a rl Ray 
goes on trial for the killing. 
And now, on April 7, in a 
tiny courtroom on the second 
floor of a windowless local 
jail, all the ugliness must be 
rem em bered again 
There are at least a few 
people in this town who are 
not anxious for this ugliness 
to resurface. 
Some people 
here, 
mostly 
whites, 
feel 
w hat’s done is done. They 
are confounded by the con­ 
tinued hemorrhaging of old 
wounds and avoid all per­ 
sonal contact with the linger­ 
ing controversy. 
The sentiment is especially 
prevalent in those areas fate 


has 
m arried 
to 
the 
King 
m urder. 
In 
the 
rooming 
house, where the shot was re ­ 
portedly fired, for exam ple, 
nobody adm its to having any 
interest in the fact they are 
part of a historic, if objec­ 
tionable, page of history. 
“ King and Ray, Ray and 
King,” 
scoffs 
one 
tenant. 
“ It’s all w e’ve heard ’round 
here. Just let us alone. We 
got nothing to say.” 
The apartm ent building is 
a sleazy, dollar-a-night es­ 
tablishment at 422^ 
South 
Main 
Street, 
a 
10-minute 
walk from Memphis center. 
It is made of brick, painted 
with green peelings, and en­ 
closes 10 scruffy rooms. 
Entrance is up a flight of 
24 wooden steps. The door at 
the top is kept locked. The 
m anager, Delbert White, e x ­ 
plains 
that 
“ drunks 
and 
dirty crum bs try to break in 
all the tim e.” He need not 
explain. Em pty wine bottles 
in the hall do it for him. 
“ It’s bad around here at 
night,” 
the 
manager 
con­ 
tinues. “ We don’t go into the 
streets after dark. Nobody is 
safe. 
You k n o w what 
I 
m e a n ?” 
Delbert White will talk at 
length 
about 
drunks 
and 
muggings. But he will not 
talk about the Martin Luther 
King murder. “ I ain’t inter­ 
ested.” he says. “ That stuff 
just ain’t none of my con­ 
c e rn .” 
His opinion is unanimous 
in this flophouse.

LONDON— (N E A )—No one 
is more surprised than Denis 
Healey, B ritain ’s minister of 
defense, that he now has the 
reputation of being the Iron 
Man of Europe. 
This reputation 
is b a s e d . 
upon the unexpected tough­ 
ness which 51-year-old Hea­ 
ley 
has 
shown 
at 
recent 
meetings of the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
It is also based upon Hea­ 
ley ’s ability to grab head­ 
lines with such startling pro­ 
nouncements as; 
“ The So­ 
viet fleet in the M editerra­ 
nean is no m ilitary threat. 
All of its ships could be sunk 
in a m atter of minutes, be­ 
fore they had a chance to use 
their guided m issiles.” 


Finally, Healey’s claim s to 
the role can be measured by 
the amount of hostility he 
arouses in the Soviet Union. 
He is the front runner in a 
cle a r field. The m ere men­ 
tion of the defense m inister’s 
nam e 
m akes 
the 
editorial 
w riters 
of I z v e s t i a 
and 
P ravd a start foaming at the 
mouth. 


Here in England, Healey 
has been a target of the L a­ 
bor 
party 
leftwing, 
which 
accuses him of rocket-rat­ 
tling. In a recent editorial 
headed “ Denis the M enace,” 
the leftish tabloid Daily M ir­ 
ror called Healey the “ Min­ 
ister of Offence, 
suggested 
that he put his toy soldiers 
hack in their box. 
Such 
criticism 
does 
not 
bother bushy-browed Healey, 
who has developed a tough 
hide in the four years he has 
been 
defense 
minister 
in 
B ritain ’s Labor government. 
During most of this time he 
has been trying to awaken 
Europe to the dangerous im ­ 
balance of military power on 
the continent. 


Healey may regard Soviet 
ships in the Mediterranean 
as slightly moth-eaten, but 
he has a healthy respect for 
the c o n v e n t i o n a l forces 
which Russia and her E a s t­ 
ern satellites have mustered 
under the W arsaw Pact. 


He says the Warsaw Pact 
nations outnumber NATO by 
m ore than two to one in in­ 
fantry, three to one in a r­ 
m ored f o r m a t i o n s , 
and 
nearly two to one in aircraft. 
In fact, the Soviet bloc’s ad­ 
vantage is “ so great as to 
render doubtful any prospect 
NATO might have of putting 
up a successful conventional 
defense for m ore than a few 
d ays.” 


He claim s NATO, in the 
event of a m ajor Soviet at­ 
tack, would have the alter­ 
native 
of surrender 
or of 
using nuclear weapons. Such 
Cassandralike 
utterances 
have given Healey the repu­ 
tation of being a warmonger. 
(On the strength of his state­ 
m ents, Izvestia recently ac­ 
cused NATO of “ nurturing 
plans for a return to the use 
of nuclear weapons from the 
start of any possible con­ 
flict.” ) 
A m e r i c a n objections to 
Healey are of a different or­ 
der. Some in the Pentagon

is masculine ego of man's world

NEW YORK - (NEA) -Man’s 
sore toe — his hairy-legged 
pride — has recently 
evolved 
as an ogre under the bridge 
that leads to womankind’s so- 
called “ athletic equality.” 
The ogre has bothered the la­ 
dies before, but probably never 
so adamantly. 
His name 
is 
Pride and all the coaxing, cud­ 
dling and hot biscuits that once 
lured him into domestic tran­ 
quility will not soothe his rage 
here. 
It is one thing for women to 
play tennis. O.K., 
fine, 
play 
tennis. 
She can ride all the 
horses, shoot all the trap and 
play all the golf she wants . . . 
against other women. 
The ogre, however, will not 
suffer the indignity of having a 
scented, 
flouncy little woman 
compete against him. 
Where 
females are concerned, 
a lit­ 
tle tolerance is a dangerous 
thing for Pride —even as a lark. 
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Down among the magnolia 
trees and shrimp nets the oth­ 
er day, for instance, winsome 
Linda Tuero ran into the ogre. 
“ I just don’t think it’s fair,” 
she said, pouting demurely. “ I 
don’t see why it would be so hor­ 
rible for them to play me. I’m 
just a girl. I don’t see what 
they’re so worried about.” 
Last year Miss Tuero — the 
nation’s eighth-ranked women’s 
tennis amateur — made small 
headlines across the country 
when she became the first fe­ 
male to receive a full athletic 
scholarship to Tulane Univer­ 
sity in New Orleans. The gar­ 
den clubs of America beamed. 
As it has turned out, how­ 
ever, getting there was only half 
the battle. All she needs now is 
someone to play. 


The 
outlook 
seems grim. 
Against Florida State in Tu- 
lane’s opening match, no one 
wanted to play her. “ Pride, 
that’s all it is,” she scoffed. 
“ They’re just afraid to lose to 
a girl.” 


Finally, rather than see his 
team forfeit a point, 
FSU’s 
No. 3 player, Bobby Marcher, 
consented to play the girl. Lin­ 
da, Tulane’s No. 5 player, took 
him three sets before losing, 
4-6, 7-5, 6-2. 
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“ I just got tired,” she said. 
Northwestern, 
a future op­ 
ponent on Tulane’s 
schedule, 
has already informed Green 
Wave coach Emmett Pare that 
Big 10 rules prohibit his play­ 
ers from competing with girls. 
Georgia Tech and several oth­ 
er schools also have ordinanc­ 
es against women athletes. 
Miss Tuero, who plays reg­ 
ularly against the country’s top 
women amateurs, says this is 
too bad because she probably 
enjoys beating men more than 
women — “ especially when the 
whole team is carrying on and 
making a big fuss about every­ 
thing.” 


She adds, however: “ The de­ 
gree of satisfaction depends on 
the man’s attitude, of course. 
Some of them are so egotis­ 
tical. 
I 
really 
like to beat 
them.” 


At Tulane, 
for 
example, 
she defeated two males in chal­ 
lenge matches to win the No. 5 
spot on the team. 
“ When they lost to me, they 
didn’t act like it was the worst 
thing that ever happened,” she 
says. “ Nothing was ever said 
about it. Nobody says I’m a 
psychological excuse. 


“ The boys on our team don’t 
even treat me like a girl — un­ 
less they hit me with a ball or 
something — and they don’t 
act like they resent me at all. 
They’re really nice.” 
Miss Tuero says she under­ 
stands why most fellows re­ 
fuse to play her. (“ I can see 
where they’d take a lot of raz­ 
zing, if they lost” ), 
but she 
says it’s no good reason. 
“ When they refuse to play 
me, I think it makes them look 
like they’re scared . . .andthat 
doesn’t say much for them,” 
she says. 
“ I’m not looking to embar­ 
rass a lot of men. I just want 
to be respected as a good ten­ 
nis player and not be looked 
down on just because I’m a 
girl.”

scheduled to be guest of honor 
that same night in Portland, 
Ore., as Oregon’s athlete of the 
year. 


Portland is Mickey’s home 
town, he was sure he’d be 
treated royally there, but he 
made his apologies and declined 
the invitation with regret. He 
said that Denny McLain, his 
teammate, 
was going to be 
honored as professional athlete 
of the year in Rochester, that 
he had been invited to attend 
also and that he thought it 
would be nice if one of Denny’s 
teammates was there so the 
Tigers’ 
31-game 
winner 
wouldn’t feel completely alone. 


Accordingly Lolich passed up 
a certain welcome in Portland 
to go to Rochester and be on 
hand to help honor one of his 
teammates.

Financial jungle 


For the poor, long-suffering taxpayer the financial picture 
and operations of the Lompoc Unified School District can only 
be described as a deep, dark, tangled jungle. Hopelessly en­ 
twined in the money vines they swing from are the Tarzans 
attempting to lead the public to fiscal daylight. 
Look at these facts: 
A $762,000 estimated deficit in the 1969-70 budget. 
An “ optimistic’’expectation of additional legislative revenues 
to the tune of approximately $1 million. 
Slashing of "quality education” programs by approximately 
$120,000. 
Establishment of a 77 cent permissive override tax, not re­ 
quiring a vote of the people 
Reapproval of a 37 cent permissive override tax voted last 
year for a $1.14 total. 
Approval of a multi-part agreement providing for the use of 
the first $400,000 in anticipated increased income, or $600,- 
000 if $1 million is received, for teacher and classified per­ 
sonnel salary increases over and above their yearly step in­ 
creases which total approximately $266,000. 
Agreement that should the "optimistically” expected extra 
revenue be received allowing the salary increases, teachers 
and employes themselves should agree on how it should be 
After the moon 


One more stepping-stone — the third from last — has been 
firmly laid toward the moon by the flight of Apollo 9. 
So spectacularly successful has been the progress of the 
moon program since the tragic fire in an Apollo capsule on 
the launch pad in January 1967 that the climaxing flight — 
the actual landing of the first men on the moon — could be 
achieved with Apollo 10, now being prepared for a lunar orbi­ 
tal mission in May 
To pull the giant rocket off the pad and revamp all its sys­ 
tems and components for a moon landing, however, would de­ 
lay the launch until June. Since lift-off of Apollo 11 is schedul­ 
ed for July, and since shaving one month off the moon “ race” 
certainly does not warrant the slightest compromise with safe­ 
ty and absolute readiness, it is just as well that NASA has 
decided to leave the sequence as is. 
Apollo 10 will further serve to check out the performance 
of the "Spider” — the lunar landing module — and orbital ren­ 
dezvous maneuvers, communications and a host of other com­ 
plex and essential systems. 
If all goes well (a phrase that journalists have been spin­ 
ning off their typewriters for so long that it comes automatical­ 
ly), the United States will have realized with a year and a half 
to spare the goal announced in 1962 by President Kennedy to 
land a man on the moon by the end of the decade, which offi­ 
cially ends Dec. 31, 1970. 
We are thus very shortly going to be faced with the question

divided. 
Attempting to make sense out of all of this is difficult, if 
not impossible. 
For the past several years, the school district has been 
heading toward a financial crisis.

of what new worlds to conquer in space. 
There are some who would just as soon wrap up the whole 
thing, declare the moon landing an excellent feat, and now get 
down to the business of applying all that money to more mun­ 
dane goals, such as a cure for cancer or pollution or urban 
blight. 
Others will argue for bigger and better programs, like a 
seven-year tour of the solar system or a manned landing on 
Mars. 


We will, of course, take the middle road — continuing to 
send unmanned probes to the planets and perhaps begin the 
building of a permanent, manned, earth-orbiting station, among 
whose many functions could be the launching of more extended 
exploration missions to the moon. 
The nation is not in the mood to invest another $30 billion 
in anther grandiose space objective, but to disband and dis­ 
mantle the skills and facilities which have cost so many bil­ 
lions to create would in the long run be the most wasteful kind 
of economizing. 
We will not soon again witness anything so stirring as the 
first landing on the moon. A little of the excitement, a little 
of the sense of wonder will be forever lost when the last chap­ 
ter of the Apollo saga is written. 
But America — indeed, the entire human race — is in the 
space age to stay.

W orld report by Henry J. Taylor 
Paper gold 


Treasury Secretary David M. Kennedy, 
trying to protect the dollar and live with 
“ paper gold,” is finding that the nut­ 
cracker squeeze on the French franc 
was highly understated to President Nix­ 
on by President De Gaulle in their Par­ 
is meeting. Either De Gaulle himself did 
not know the score, which is of itself a 
frequent problem, or the events after 
Mr. Nixon left were a booby trap against 
DeGaulle’s regime. 
The results, vital 
to us, make our dol­ 
lar and "papergold” 
position as comforta­ 
ble as a size-8 foot in 
a size-7 shoe. 
When last year’s 
May - June strikes 
and demonstrations 
hit the De Gaulle re­ 
gime the living cost 
equation 
was 
the 
worst in any Common 
Market 
country. 
Five million French 
workers were receiving less than $30 a 
week. The minimum wage was 40 cents 
an hour, and this was the wage of a full 
25 per cent of all industrial work­ 
ers. 
Premier Georges Pompidou settled the 
strikes by a general wage increase of 
about 15 per cent. But even this set­ 
tlement was subject to revision in March, 
1969 — shortly after Mr. Nixon’s visit. 
De Gaulle told President Nixon that 
French living standards had improved 
9 per cent since the trouble, pointed to 
this with pride and sounded as if the 
betterment meant smooth sailing for 
France in the forthcoming negotiations. 
The French President couldn’t have 
been more wrong if he had been a three- 
dollar bill. Instead of the picture De 
Gaulle painted, the Communist - led 
General Confederation of Labor (CGT), 
France’s largest union, greeted the nego­ 
tiations with a roaring shout of defi­ 
ance. Behind the scenes, De Gaulle re­ 
treated. 
He offered a 4 per cent general wage 
increase, saying it would be the limit 
without risking further inflation and pos­ 
sibly devaluing the franc. 
Not only the CGT but the major 
unions as a whole demanded 10 or 12 
per cent. Another nationwide strike re­ 
sulted. 
Meanwhile, De Gaulle was equally far 
off base about the Common Market Trade 
balance and its impact on France’s«con- 
omy and the franc. 
The six Common Market countries had 
a $900 million foreign trade surplus 
last year — the highest in the com­ 
munity’s 11-year history. This compared 
with a $1.6 billion aggregate deficit in 
1966. But as long as a year ago this 
month the Brussels headquarters warned 
that a gradual export deterioration had 
set in and that balance-of-payment strains 
were ahead — not behind — for the 
Common Market community. 
De Gaulle met this forecast with a 
disdain slightly smaller in size than 
South Texas, But that’s what France now 
faces. 
Three strange bedfellows — England, 
Algeria and Russia— further compound 
the outcome. Britain is France’s best 
export cutomer. More than 20 per cent of 
all French exports go to the United 
Kingdom. France is more severely dam­ 
aged by the pound - sterling - crisis 
import restrictions than any Common 
Market country. 
Algeria’s economy lives on France’s 
sufferance. 
For example, 
France is 
a good market for Algeria’s fruit and 
her low-grade, low-priced wine, which is 
presently in heavy surplus. The Russians 
are using France’s weakened economic 
condition to move in. 
With the strikes that attended the 
March talk, shiploads of Moroccan orang­ 
es en route France were threatened 


with spoilage. The U.S.S.R. stepped in 
and bought the cargoes in an economic 
and political coup that puts Russia in a 
highly benevolent position in her North 
African trade rivalry with France. 
The accompanying blow-up in the gold 
markets, with some gold selling for 
nearly $50 an ounce, viciously strains 
our Treasury’s $35 price and the so- 
called two-tier "paper gold” system as 
a whole. For, admittedly, the system’s 
success depends on there not being a 
large gap between the two prices for gold 
— a fact freely admitted throughout 
the checkerboard world of international 
finance when the initial frenzied bulge 


saw gold go, then, to $41. 
President Nixon and Secretary Ken­ 
nedy know that if the wreckage is to be 
saved and De Gaulle’s miscalculations 
overcome this can be done only by put­ 
ting our own financial house in order. 
Any monetary system will work for u j 
if we have a balanced budget and an 
equilibrium in our balance of payments. 
No system will work for us without these 
indispensable supports. "Paper gold” is 
no remedy for a U.S. economy that is 
out of control any more than it is for 
the economy of France.
